The 
Fraser River is and will continue to be the most 
important seaport on the coast.of British Colam- 
bia—the main artery— the “ Golden |Gate,” in 
fact, through which commerce will | flow into 
this goldén country—the outlet, too, for the im- 
mense trade which must flow.in upon us when 


. the means of communication across the continent 


shall have been matured. It is fitting, there- 
fore, that thé entrance to the scapprt should 
command a fair share of the attention. of the 
Government, and its legitimate shareof the pub- 
lic revenue to keep it thoroughly and safely buoy- 
ed, in order that the mariner may at all times 
have safe and ready access to the port of New 
Westminster. Of what use would our ‘roads be, 
which have cost their hundreds of thousands, if 
the portals of the colony are to be blockaded by 
neglect ?.. No one would more readily ery out 
against a wasteful or improper expenditure of 
public money, and no one shall be before us in 
giving credit to the..Government for. judicious 
improvements, whether such improvements may 
happen to be situated above, at, or below New 
Westminster. It is, therefore, with pleasure 
that we allude to the highly important and bene- 
ficial improvements made and contemplated at 
the Mouth of the Fraser. Nor would we with- 
hold from the. officer under whose able and inde- 
fatigable supervision the work has been planned 
and, so far, executed. that meed of praise which 
is undoubtedly his due. We heartily congratu- 


' late. the Harbormaster upon the result of bis re-

and hope soon to sce placed 
within his control all those appliances which
